FLYING FURY, a product of one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful sires and an Alabama winner, entered the stud at 
Claiborne Farm last year. He raced for three seasons, won 
stakes in each year, and earned a total of $145,595. 


The son of *Nasrullah was one of the leading 2-year-olds 
of 1954 and was weighted at 119 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap. Flying Fury won his first stakes when he came 
from behind in a driving finish to win the one-mile Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont from Grandpaw, Gold Box, and 
Cup Man. 


In a prep for the Garden State, Flying Fury stumbled 
coming out of the gate and went to his knees. He recovered

and went after the leaders, was six lengths off with a fur- 
long to go, but caught the leaders to win by three-quarters 
of a length. 


In the Garden State Stakes, Flying Fury was the slowest 
out of the gate and started moving up in the backstretch. 
In the final drive he outran all the others except the winner 
Summer Tan and just missed getting second money. Poor 
racing luck dogged his efforts in the Pimlico Futurity for 
which he started favorite. Away slowly, he was caughi in a 
jam on the first turn, was forced wide on the last turn but 
closed well to get a second to Thinking Cap. 

As a 3-year-old Flying Fury moved into the Derby picture 
with another of his come-from-behind victorics in the Derby 
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and 1/2-mile Manhattan H.

In 1956 Flying Fury was given a refresher course over the 
jumps and did so well, including a win over the champion 
jumper Neji, that he was returned to the flat. On August 31 
he ran second in the 1%-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Hand- 
ieap to Thinking Cap. Flying Fury got his revenge on 
Thinking Cap in their next start, the 1%-mile Manhattan 
Handicap, by winning easily. Others trailing were Jet Ac- 
tion, Paper Tiger, Honeys Alibi, etc. Flying Fury started in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup but unseated his rider immediately 
after leaving the starting gate.

The Wrong Money 


Kentucky Wesleyan College’s adminis-

Tough Competitor 


Eddie Arcaro celebrated his 42nd _birth- 
day on Wednesday. February 19, and 2 
days later rode the 4.000th winner of his 
career. Only Johnny Longden, with nearly 
5.100 victories to his credit. is ahead of 
him in point of numbers in the U. S. 

Arcaro began riding in 1931, and he 
rode his first winner, a horse named Eagle 
Bird, on January 14, 1932, at Caliente. 
According to a Daily Racing Form tabu- 
lation, he had ridden in 20,382 races and 
his mounts had earned $23,094,382. 

“No, I haven't given any serious 
thought to retirement. I take better care 
of my health than I used to, but I still 
think I’m a darn tough competitor,” Ar- 
caro said. “I’m not the athlete I was 
physically 10 years ago, but mentally I 
think I’m better, and that, I believe, com- 
pensates for the other . . . I’m going to 


go right on riding—probably not another 
27 years—but a few more years anyway.” 


No Bull 


“With the recent articles in The Blood- 
Horse and the renewed interest in the 
fabulous Alexander estate of Woodburn, 
it brings to mind a tale,” wrote Mrs. R. 
W. P. Johnston, whose husband, incident- 
ally, is with this magazine’s advertising 
staff.

Ruler Out, Oligarchy In 


Miami. On Monday morning. 6 days 
before the Widener Handicap at Hialeah 
Park. Jim Fitzsimmons sent Bold Ruler 
a mile and an eighth in his final major 
preparation for the stakes. The handsome 
colt came flying, running the first 3 quar- 
ters in these fractions: :1l, :2215, :34, 
4525, :58, 1:1025. He finished out in 
1:235, 1:3645, 1:51. The big colt had 
not finished impressively. 

“He worked too darn fast,” Mr. Fitz 
said. “He got a little tired at the end, 
but what else could happen after going 
that fast the first part? He cooled out 
fine. If he isn’t ready to run a mile and 
a quarter it’s his own fault.” 

The next morning young Elliott Burch 
worked Brookmeade Stable’s Oligarchy 
the same distance. He went the mile and 
an eighth in the same time turned in by 
Bold Ruler and finished strongly. His 
fractions were :24, :48, 1:03, 1:13, 
1:2524, 1:3735. and 1:51. 

This work convinced Burch that he 
had a chance in the big race. Unless the

track was off, Oligarchy would. start 


against Bold Ruler and Iron Liege. 

“T think he’s got a chance if things 
break just right,” Burch said. “especially 
at the weights.” Oligarchy was in with 
108 pounds, getting 20 pounds from top- 
weighted Bold Ruler and 17 from Iron 
Liege. 

Most trainers would rather break an 
arm than disclose their strategy for a 
major race, but Burch was an exception. 

“We're going to take him off the pace 
this time,” he said. “Break him out and 
take right back. He'll run best that way.” 

Oligarchy, a 4-year-old colt by *Alibhai 
—Elite, by Blue Larkspur, had run the 
fastest 8 furlongs of the Hialeah meeting 
January 28, 1:47445. In the McLennan 
Handicap he was close to the pace for 
5 furlongs, then was beaten off by about 
13 lengths on a good track. 

“He just doesn’t like any kind of off 
track.” Burch explained. “Can’t run on 
anything that slides under him. I just 
hope it doesn’t rain this week-end.” 

In Oligarchy’s winning race he had 
broken on top and kept drawing away. 
But Burch was certain the colt ran best 
from off the pace. 

“That was a big race, sure,” he said. 
“But you don’t race against time in this 
business. He likes to come out and then 
have the boy take hold of him. He’s got 
one run, and you've got to know when to 
make it.” 

It was assumed that Bold Ruler and 
Iron Liege would burst out of the gate 


in the Widener and battle head-and-head. 
Burch hoped they would kill one another 
off. “That'll be just right for us if it 
happens,” he said. “But if Bold Ruler is 
himself, we haven’t got a chance. Nobody’s 
got a chance if he runs his race, and that 
goes for Iron Liege.” 


The Nervous Pet 


As a 3-year-old Oligarchy won twice, 
was second twice and third twice in 8 
starts. He had won 1 of 3 races in 1958. 

“He could be any kind of horse,” 
Elliott said. “The way he’s bred and the 
way he’s run at times make us think he 
may go on to accomplish something. We’ve 
had a lot of little troubles with him. We 
prepped him for the Jersey Stakes and had 
to work him in the mud. Came back with 
an inflamed hock. 


“Last summer it looked like he was 
going to pop an osselet, and we had to 
rest him. We’d hoped to accept an invita- 
tion to the Arce de Triomphe, but when 
we ran him at Belmont he hit an old 
splint and inflamed it. We had to re-fire 
it. Right now, though, he’s a keen horse.” 

If Oligarchy raced well in the Widener, 
Burch planned to run him in the Hialeah 
Turf Handicap, then aim him for the Gulf- 
stream Handicap. If these plans failed 
to materialize, the trainer would ship him 
to Bowie with Encore. 

Oligarchy has a “lovely disposition,” 
but is on the nervous side, Burch said. 
“We keep his head out of the stall all 
the time. He’s the stable pet. Everybody 
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pats him on the head and feeds him sugar 
and carrots when they walk by him. He'll 
stall-walk at meal time unless we tie him.” 

The colt stands about 15:3. He has 
powerful quarters, good shoulders, and a 
short cannon bone. 

“He looks like an *Alibhai, all right,” 
Burch said. “Just like Traffic Judge. 
He’s not pretty, but he looks like a runner. 
We (Elliott and father Preston Burch) 
always felt he’d be a decent horse, and 
we haven’t pushed him. *Alibhais usually 
get better with age.” 

Brookmeade purchased Oligarchy’s dam, 
Elite. from Mereworth Farm as a yearling. 
She won her first start, but Burch de- 
scribed her as only “a fair kind of runner.” 

A full brother to Oligarchy, which 
would have been 2 this year, was killed by 
lightning last year on the farm. Burch 
thought this colt was the most promising 
juvenile in the barn. 


Bold Ruler Hurt 


Burch’s worries about Bold Ruler ended 
abruptly Thursday morning when Fitz- 
simmons announced that the colt had 
wrenched his left fore leg while being 
cooled out Tuesday. The leg filled. It was 
not a serious injury but it sufficed to 
knock the pre-race favorite out of the 
stakes. 

“The horse got frightened while he 
was being walked.” Mr. Fitz said. “He 
tried to pull away from the boy, and that’s 
when it must have happened.” 

With Bold Ruler out, the entry list 
grew from 8 to 10. Kingmaker, Beau 
Diable, and Rockcastle joined Iron Liege 
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The French-bred *Tall Chief II (4) took over at the eighth-pole in the Washington’s Birthday Handicap, then held off 
the late rush of Promised Land (3) to score a _ half-length victory in the 142-mile grass stakes at Santa Anita. 


and Pintor Lea, *Mahan, Hoop Band, 
Third Brother, Oh Johnny, and Oligarchy. 

A few hours before the race Burch was 
asked about his strategy now that Oli- 
garchy would not have to contend with 
Bold Ruler. 

“Tt’s still the same,” he said. “We’re 
going to come off the pace. As far as 
I’m concerned, I wish Bold Ruler was 
still in it. Our only chance is for a lot 
of early speed.” 


The Race 


Oligarchy, as planned, came away 
alertly. was steadied by jockey Sam Boul- 
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metis, and settled into fourth place on the 
inside. Iron Liege hustled to the lead and 
Oh Johnny, breaking from No. 10 post, 
was hard ridden to join him. Iron Liege 
and Oh Johnny went head-and-head into 
the backstretch, with Kingmaker third, 3 
lengths back, and Oligarchy a half-length 
behind Kingmaker. 


Approaching the five-eighths-pole, Iron 
Liege started drawing away from Oh 
Johnny, and Boulmetis started a drive 
on Oligarchy. He collared Iron Liege as 
they straightened for home. Oligarchy 
was a neck in front at the sixteenth-pole. 
Iron Liege ran on strongly, but this was 
Oligarchy’s day; he was a head in front 
as they came under the wire. It was 5 
lengths back to Hoop Band, which came 
from off the pace in a change of strategy 
but was unable to make up any ground 
through the stretch. He did, however, out- 
finish Pintor Lea by a head. 


Oh Johnny was fifth, with Third Bro- 
ther, Kingmaker, Beau Diable, Rockcastle, 
and *Mahan following in that order. Ol- 
garchy’s first stakes victory was worth 
$92.800, nearly 3 times as much as he had 
earned in all his previous starts. 


The weight was a large factor, of course. 
Boulmetis made 108 pounds for the first 
time in years. training down to that weight 
over a week’s period in preparation for 


the Widener. 


In the winner’s circle the 34-year-old 
Burch was asked if this was one of the 
biggest moments in his life. “The biggest.” 
he said.

Los ANGELES. Edward Arcaro said 
that the business of trying to get the 
4000th winner of his career held no ten- 
sions for him. “It’s just another work- 
day.” he maintained. But from the press 
box at Santa Anita Park it looked as 
though Eddie. who rides to win, was riding 
just a little harder than usual. 

He began the week by getting winner 
No. 3,999 in the third race on Tuesday, 
February 18. It was one of those 3-year- 
old maiden affairs at 1;); miles, and Llan- 
gollen Farm’s Crafty Party, with Arcaro 
in the saddle, was 2-5. He made it home 
by 6 lengths, and thereafter the pho- 
tographers camped on Eddie’s trail, wait- 
ing to snap him crossing the finish line 
aboard No. 4,000. Two days and 9 mounts 
later, Arcaro made it. 

It was an $8,000 plater named Ban 
that enabled Arcaro to become the third 
jockey in history to register 4,000 vic- 
tories. In the eighth race on February 20, 
Arcaro and Ban stayed close to the early 
pace of Euxine, took the lead rounding 
the turn for home. With Eddie riding 
as hard as he ever did in scoring any of 
his 5 victories in the Kentucky Derby, 
Ban drove down the home stretch to win 
by slightly more than a length. 

The victory was probably as much of 
a relief to Santa Anita officials as it was 
to Arearo. They had a beautiful sterling 
silver plate ready to present to Eddie as 


soon as his 4,000th winner was official, 
but the hitch was that Arcaro had made 
plans to leave Thursday night for Florida 
to ride in the Widener Handicap. Ban 
was his last mount before departing for 
Hialeah Park, and a couple of hours after 
weighing out Arcaro was aboard the plane. 
Until Ban came roaring down in front. 
Santa Anita officials had nightmares that, 
after all the buildup in the papers, Arcaro 
might boot home winner No. 4,000 before 
the flamingoes at Hialeah. 

As for the plate, they held it over to 
award to Arcaro with appropriate cere- 
monies when he resumed racing at Ar- 
cadia on Tuesday. 

Actually, if a scriptwriter had had any- 
thing to do with the achievement, Arcaro 
would have scored his all-important win- 
ning ride the day before — his 42nd birth- 
day. But racing, as everyone knows, 
seldom follows a script. 

Arcaro, one of the most popular riders 
in the sport, said that he planned to keep 
right on riding —“not for another 27 
years, probably, but a few more, anyway.” 

Only grandpa Johnny Longden, who 
has 5,093 winners to his credit and is still 
going strong, and Sir Gordon Richards, 
of England, who retired with 4,870, top 
Arcaro, who is ranked by many experts 
as the finest jockey of his era. 

Arcaro has never led the national list 
in number of winners, but in 6 different 
years his mounts have topped the country 
in earnings. In 1940, Eddie first became 
known as a “money” rider, and he led 
in earnings again in 1942, 1948, 1950,

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1952, and 1955 to become the stakes-rid- 
ing champion of the nation. 

In addition to winning the Kentucky 
Derby 5 times, Arcaro has been aboard 
the winner of the Preakness on 6 occa- 
sions, and he has 6 Belmont Stakes vic- 
teries to his credit. He’s the only jockey 
to have won the Triple Crown twice — on 
Whirlaway in 1941, Citation in 1948. 

Eddie is reputed to be one of the richest 
jockeys in the sport. He has extensive 
oil holdings and owns a saddlery business 
in addition to his income from riding. 


Silky Rained Out 


Santa Anita’s mid-week feature was the 
Sen Felipe Handicap, in which the color- 
ful Silky Sullivan was slated to get an- 
other test on the trail leading up to the 
Derby. But during the previous night and 
until the next noon, southern California 
was hit by a storm that dumped 4.15 
inches of rain on Santa Anita. The track 
was sealed before the storm arrived. so 
that not much rain soaked into the strip, 
but it was so hard for the afternoon’s races 
that Silky Sullivan was declared after a 
conference between owners Tom Ross and 
Phil Klipstein, trainer Reggie Cornell, 
and jockey Willie Shoemaker. 

Shoemaker has been signed to ride the 
stretch-running colt in the remainder of 
his engagements at Santa Anita. After 
that it will be decided whether Silky 
goes for the Florida Derby and Kentucky 
Derby, and whether Shoemaker sticks with 
him. Right now, the chances seem good. 

Anyway, with Silky Sullivan out of the 
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San Felipe, the winner was Carrier X.. a 
rean gelding by Count Fleet—Amiga, by 
*Mahmoud. Mrs. John L. McMahan had 
bought him for $19,000 as a yearling in 
the 1956 Keeneland summer sales. Like 
most of the Count Fleets. he can run all 
day. and he came from behind on the 
tiring track to win by a length. He may 
lack the flashiness of Old Pueblo and 
the color of Silky Sullivan, but he’s 
going to be tough over a distance of 
ground. 

In the Santa Anita Derby, Carrier X. 
will run as an entry with Old Pueblo. 
since both are trained by R. L. (Bob) 
Wheeler. If he runs well in that 3-year-old 
special, he'll undoubtedly earn a trip with 
his stablemate to Gulfstream for the Flor- 
ida Derby, then to Churchill Downs for 
the Kentucky Derby.

Thrill with Silky 


Silky Sullivan on February 24, in his 
final preparation for the 11%-mile Santa 
Anita Derby, won the 614-furlong Three 
Rings Ranch Purse on the grass at Santa 
Anita Park. The 3-year-old son of *Sulli- 
van ran his usual race, coming from last 
place to beat Sully’s Boy by a half-length. 
with Music Man Fox third. 

It was the first turf race for Silky 
Sullivan. His style of running was the 
same as he had shown in the California 
Breeders’ Champion Stakes on February 
5, when he made up 31 lengths in the last 
quarter. He ambled out of the gate, and 
after 3 furlongs was about 20 lengths off 
the pace. He began his move at the three- 
eighths-pole, and caught Sully’s Boy about 
10 yards from the finish. According to one 
clocker, he ran the last quarter in 2225 
seconds. Time for the 614 furlongs (less 
24 yards) was 1:1735. 

Willie Shoemaker, riding Silky Sullivan 
for the first time, said, “I'd seen him run 
before so he didn’t actually scare me, but I 
thought there was no chance to get there 
today. I took him out easy, just like he 
always does, and at the half-mile-pole I 
clucked a little to him, and he moved 
some. But at the three-eighths-pole I shook 
him up real good, and he really moved. I 
bore down on him from there on in.” 

Philip Klipstein, who owns the colt in 
partnership with Thomas Ross, was on 
hand for Silky Sullivan’s victory. Ross, 
who has a heart condition, decided to re- 
main at his home in Palm Springs.

The Biggest Year 


Continuing the trend of recent years, 
Thoroughbred racing showed increases in 
all departments in 1957—racing days, at- 
tendance. pari-mutuel betting, revenue to 
state governments, and purse distribution. 
According to annual statistical reports 
issued by Mrs. A. E. (Billie) Smith, sec- 
retary of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, the totals were: 
racing days, 3,120; attendance, 28,906.- 
298; pari-mutuel handle, $2,.236.890,219; 
revenue to state governments, $168,045.- 
374: and stakes and purse distribution, 
$74.627.304. 


For the first time in 10 years revenue 


to state governments did not lead othe; 
departments in percentage of gain oye; 
the previous year. Purses increased by 5) 
per cent, racing days and betting each 
were up 2.9 per cent, revenue to states wa 
up 2.4 per cent, and attendance was jp. 
creased 2.0 per cent. 

Eleven of the 24 states which have pari. 
mutuel betting reported more racing day 
than in 1956, 7 had fewer days. and 6 hai 
the same number. All of the losses in day: 
were small except in California, which lox

Attendance was up in 11 states and 
own in 12, with South Dakota not re- 
porting. (Average daily attendance actu- 
ily dropped in several of the 11 states 
vhich had increases, since the percentage 
of racing days increased more than at- 
rendance.) Rhode Island was the leader in 
daily average attendance gain, and the 
biggest. decreases occurred in Florida, 
Illinois. Kentucky, and Oregon. 

Total pari-mutuel turnover was up in 15 
gates. down in 9, with the daily average 
pari-mutuel handle running very close to 
1956 in most states. The only 3 states to 
show increases of $5,000,000 or more were 
New York, Rhode Island, New Jersey, and 
Arizona. All except New Jersey had con- 
siderably more racing days in 1957 than 
in 1956. Florida was the only state down 
ys much as 3-million dollars. 


Revenue to the state governments show- 


ed only slight increases in most areas, but 
it improved in 18 states and declined in 
only 6. The biggest increases were in 
Louisiana, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Rhode Island, and West Virginia. 
Florida was the only state to show a sig- 
nificant decrease. 


Purse distribution increased in 16 of 23 
states, with Arizona, Florida, Kentucky, 


Maryland. New York, Rhode Island, and . 


West Virginia showing gains of more than 
$200.000 each. All except Florida and 
Maryland had considerably longer sea- 
sons. California, Ohio, and New Jersey 
had the greatest declines. 


The figures below include only Thor- 
oughbred racing.

; partners this winter to buy out the Toledo 


Turf Club when it was offered for sale. 

Once again Matkin ran into problems. 
The sale was contingent upon the granting 
of 1958 dates, and the Ohio Racing Com- 
mission reaffirmed a previous decision to 
deny dates to Fort Miami. The facilities, 
the commission said, did not measure up 
to the commission’s minimum standards for 
horse racing. 

Undaunted, Matkin went back to his 
Detroit partners and worked out an en- 
tirely new program. Junking the Toledo 
Turf Club deal, the Matkin group re- 
organized as the Toledo-Maumee Raceway, 
Inc.. under which name the Detroit group 
had sought the Fort Miami license in 
1954. President Matkin announced plans 
for a complete rebuilding of the track’s 
racing strip under the supervision of R. 
K. McNamara, of Delaware, Ohio. 

McNamara was one of the Ohio com- 
mission’s key witnesses at the hearing in 
which Matkin’s group was voted down 
last month. He made recommendations for 
rebuilding the track, and Matkin’s group 
now has agreed to follow them. In addi- 
tion to rebuilding the running strip the 
entire plant will be repainted, from the 
stands to the barns and from the rail and 
infield board to the administration build- 
ings. The project will cost $100,000. On 
top of the $78,000 which former Toledo 
Turf Club president Ralph Parachek 
spent a year ago, the program was expect- 
ed to put the Fort Miami in satisfactory 
condition for continued racing. 

At least, that is what Matkin thinks. He 
believes so strongly in the track’s pros- 
pects that the Toledo-Maumee Raceway, 
Inc., has reapplied for a 44-day meeting, 
April 4 through May 24. 


Secretaries Galore 


Hazel Park is loaded with racing secre- 
taries for its 1958 meeting, a 60-day affair 
starting August 4. 

There now are 3 racing secretaries in 
the track’s official family—John P. Tur- 
ner Jr., Frederick G. (Pat) Farrell, and 
Robert McAuliffe. Only McAuliffe will 
perform the duties of the office; Farrell 
and Turner will take their places in the 
judges’ stand as stewards. 

With the appointment of Farrell, Hazel 
Park filled the last official’s job. The 
changes were largely the result of Horace 
Wade’s resignation as racing secretary 
and the selection of McAuliffe, a Hazel 
Park steward in 1957, to succeed Wade. 

For the last 2 seasons Farrell has served 
as racing secretary at the rival Detroit 
Race Course. He will continue in that 
capacity at the DRC’s spring and summer 
meet before moving over to Hazel Park 
for his new post. 

In the stand at Hazel Park, Farrell will

After Bold Ruler was withdrawn from the 
Widener Handicap because of a filling in his left 
fore leg, favoritism passed to Iron Liege, which 
was making his first start at 1% miles since he 
won the 1957 Kentucky Derby. Oh Johnny, a 
close second to the Calumet Farm colt in the 1%s- 
mile McLennan Handicap on February 8, was 
second choice. 

As expected, Iron Liege set the pace, with Oh 
Johnny about a half-length away for 5 furlongs. 
Leaving the backstretch, Iron Liege drew off from 
Oh Johnny, and Oligarchy launched his attack 
from fourth position. Oligarchy caught Ivon Liege 
at the top of the stretch, gained a narrow lead at 
the eighth-pole, and won by a head. The winner, 
which received a 17-pound concession from Iron 
Liege, paid $20.90. 

The time was 2:01%, two-fifths of a second 
slower than the track record set by El Mono in 
the 1948 Widener. The fractions were :23%, 
24636, 1:104%5, and 1:354%. 

Foaled April 16, 1954, at Crown Crest Farm, 
Lexington, Oligarchy was bred by Mrs. Isabel 

, Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable, which had 
bought his dam, Elite, from Mereworth Farm for 
$18,000 at the 1946 Keeneland summer sales. Elite, 
a sister to Hawley and a half-sister to Bluebility 
and W L Sickle, won one race in 8 starts at 2 
and was retired after one start early in her 3- 
year-old season. 

Oligarcky won a maiden race at 2, and was 
second to the 5-year-old Jabneh in the 1%-mile 
Hialeah Turf Handicap early in 1957. He was 


the first 3-year-old to place in the stakes during 
the 10 years it had been run at 1% miles. It 
was his only stakes race of the year. 

This year Oligarchy had won a 1%-mile race 
on January 28 by 12 lengths, running the distance 
in 1:47%, four-fifths of a second slower than the 


track record: and had been unplaced in a turf 
race on January 18 and in the McLennan Handicap. 

*Alibhai, which stands at Leslie Combs II's 
Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, has one other stakes 
winner this year, Aliwar. Oligarchy is his 41st 
stakes winner and his 21st $100,000 winner. Elite, 
now at Dan W. Scott’s farm, Lexington, has a 
yearling colt by Eight Thirty.

GALLOP POLI. 


Pretty Cool Stuff 


The weather in Miami is pretty cool 
and the announcer’s voice giving the 
results of the races is still cooler. All he 
says is, “The result is official.” Formerly, 
of course, the names of the first 3 horses 
were given, together with the breeding of 
the winner and the name of the breeder. 
The latter information probably is of 
slight interest to the casual bettor, but 
interesting news or gossip from the view- 
point of the breeders and owners who 
pour millions a year into the Thorough- 
bred industry. 

The change in announcing has been 
brought about by an opinion of the Florida 
attorney general to the effect that the 
voice of the announcer reaching the ears 
of rascally bookie employees will be the 
means of too quickly disseminating race 
results. Of course, the opinion of any 
attorney general in itself does not con- 
stitute law and until a court of final juris. 
diction should so decide the opinion of 
the attorney general is merely interesting, 
Again we have a shining example of the 
emphasis upon the dishonesty of racing. 
It seems to me that the operators of 
Hialeah and other tracks owe a duty 
to the Thoroughbred industry to resist 
the silly opinion gratuitously given by 
various politicians and others anent rac- 
ing which are sounded off for publicity 
purposes.

Merger Killed Again 


The Maryland Senate, by a margin of 
one vote, this week killed a bill allowing 
the abandonment of Pimlico and the trans- 
fer of its race meeting to Laurel. The 
measure had been opposed by a Baltimore 
citizens committee, Baltimore mayor 
Thomas D’Alesandro, and by Bowie race 
track.

Los AnceLes. A_ hydrotherapy unit. 
built by Livingston T. Boyer. has been in 
operation since the start of the 1957 Holly- 
wood Park meeting. and it is growing in 
favor with horsemen. 

Its use is not limited to horses with 
ailing legs. Many sound animals have 
been treated to the warm. swirling water. 
and some trainers even use the unit for 
a horse on the way to the receiving barn. 
the idea being that it relaxes the horse 
and makes him race better. 

Boyer’s idea for the unit was born when 
he was training the stakes-winning *Pir- 
nie for his mother, Mrs. Mary A. Boyer. 

“*Pirnie had some knee trouble, and I 
knew that hot Epsom salts tubbing would 
help, only I couldn’t get him to stand in 
a tub.” Boyer said. “That’s when I began 
to think of some way to provide a unit 
with an even temperature, circulation, 
and as much safety as possible.” 

Boyer got ideas from many quarters, 
then built the unit, and obtained per- 
mission from Hollywood Park officials 
to set it up on the backstretch. 

The compartment for the horse is 6 
feet long. 30 inches wide, and 414 feet 
tall with a water-tight door. The 108- 
degree water is circulated at a rate of 
150 gallons a minute and rises to some

28 inches. deep enough to cover the knees 
and hocks. 

A third of a pound of Epsom salts and 
a half-pound of natural mineral mud (col- 
loidal bentonite) are mixed with each gal- 
lon of water in the 800-gallon tank. A 
114-horsepower electric motor drives a 2- 
inch centrifugal pump. Seven butane bur- 
ners under the tank provide heat, although 
Boyer said he rarely needs more than 2 
of them. Each treatment lasts for 30 
minutes. 

Among trainers sending horses to Boyer 
at Santa Anita Park this winter are Wil- 
liam Molter. Charles Whittingham, and 
M. A. Tenney. J. P. Conway was among 
the first to use the unit when he was 
racing at Hollywood Park last summer. 
Trainer Tom Bell. son of Ray Bell, said, 
“T like to send sound horses up after 
works. It seems to loosen them up.” 

Don Early. who trained *Dumpty 
Humpty last fall when he set the world 
mark of 1:08 for 6 furlongs at Golden 
Gate Fields, is a patron with his newly 
purchased 4-year-old Mighty Brave. 

“His legs are cold in the morning,” Don 
said, “but after a treatment there are little 
puffs here and there which show me 
where to rub. Also, with the legs warmed 
by the water, the pores open and absorb 
medication better.” 

With total treatments now nearing the

Livingston T. Boyer, who operates 


the therapy unit at Santa Anita Park and Hollywood Park, looks on at right. 
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1,000 mark, Boyer is so pleased with the 
way his idea has been received that he 
already is planning improvements. By 
the time Hollywood Park opens he hopes 
to have 3 units offering either hot or cold 
treatments, and hot and cold alternated. 

“Trainers seem to think that, aside from 
the therapeutic value, the treatments have 
a relaxing effect which shows in better 
racing efforts.” Boyer said. “More are 
using the unit after workouts and races, 
before a horse is ailing, and I believe 
this to be wise. A lot of trainers used it 
at Del Mar. even with the ocean so acces- 
sible. Treatments given to a horse before 
it is blistered or fired could save as much 
as 30 days in getting it back in training. 

“One trainer brought me a filly at Holly- 
wood Park with a capped hock that I 
admitted uncertainty about,” he said. 
“After a few treatments, though, the size 
was reduced by half. Hocks, you know, 
are about the hardest part of a horse to 
treat.” 

Boyer told of a temperamental filly 
which had to be pushed into the unit 
the first time. But after a few treatments 
she entered readily and obviously enjoyed 
the warm water. 

“The trainer came by one day when she 
was in the unit,” Boyer said. “He watched 
for a while, shook his head and told me 
that was the first time he ever saw that 
blankety-blank horse show signs of liking 
anything.” 

Boyer advises a series of treatments, 
and prices are set to encourage this. A 
single treatment costs $5, and 5 or more 
cost $4 each. 

Boyer’s family has been ranching in 
Wyoming since 1906, and horses still are 
a necessary part of their lives. 

“My brother-in-law, A. C. Sayer, is an 
engineer and was sent to Spain on a big 
project.” Boyer said. “My sister wasn’t 
happy there without a horse, so she started 
racing one last fall. She did all right, too, 
finally sold it and acquired 2 others in 
England for the coming meets. She’s the 
only woman to hold a trainer’s license 
in Spain.”

At a later meeting at Caulfield Dubbo 
was a hot favorite in a field of 20 for 
the 514-furlong Oakleigh Plate. He had 
drawn No. 15 post, but he came away 
from the barrier so fast that he was on the 
rails in a little more than a furlong. and 
he won comfortably in 1:03.9. equaling an 
Australian and course record. New Spec. 
also by Newtown Wonder, was second. 

Half an hour later the champion colt 
Tulloch made his reappearance after the 
summer rest and sustained his first defeat 
in his last 10 starts. The winner was 
Prince Darius. which had finished behind 
Tulloch in 6 previous clashes, including 
the AJC and VRC Derbys. The historic 
race in which Prince Darius sprinted 
away from Tulloch near the winning post 
was the weight-for-age St. George Stakes. 
over 1144 miles at the lovely Caulfield 
course. The winner had been fourth in a 
preliminary sprint at Sydney, but Tulloch 
had not started since November. 

Their next clash will be in the weight- 
for-age Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Flem- 
ington on March 1, when they will have 
a formidable opponent in Sailor’s Guide 
(Lighthouse II—Jehane), now the top 
stakes winner in Australia, with earnings 
of £56.944. Sailor’s Guide. which recently 
scored an effortless victory at weight for 
age. looks better than ever. 

The AJC handicapper handed out a big 
surprise when he assigned Tulloch 133 
pounds for the 2-mile Sydney Cup to be 
run at Randwick on Easter Monday. April 
7. At 19 pounds above weight for age. 
this was the heaviest burden ever given 
a 3-year-old in an Australian handicap; it 
was 7 pounds more than Carbine carried 
when he won the Sydney Cup as a 3-year- 
old in 1889. I think it unlikely that Tul- 
loch will meet the engagement.

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Leonard W. Jerome 


At the request of Walter M. Jeffords, president 
of the National Museum of Racing, Saratoga, Kent 
Hollingsworth prepared brief biographies of the sev- 
eral men whose portraits hang in a gallery dedicated 
to “patrons of the Turf.” Hollingsworth, a former 
member of the staff of THE BLoop-Horse, now is a 
columnist for the Lexington LEApER. Other portraits 
in the series will be reproduced from time to time. 


One of the handsomest men in New York, Leonard Jerome 
also was one of the wealthiest. Lawyer, publisher, financier. 
patron of the arts, Jerome set the fashion for New York society. 
In the years immediate to the Civil War, racing had fallen into 
disrepute and had virtually vanished in the North. When William 
R. Travers, Jerome’s friend and business associate, became 
the first president of the track at Saratoga, founded in 1863, 
he introduced Jerome to the sport. 

At the close of the war, Jerome purchased the Bathgate 
estate for a quarter-million dollars and there built Jerome 
Park, the finest race course New York had ever seen. The 
230-acre site near Fordham was the burial place of Trustee, 
sire of Fashion, greatest of America’s race mares. Fashion 
from 1840 through 1848 was queen of the Turf; she won 32 
races in 36 outings, twice beat the mighty Boston in 4-mile 
heat races. 

On September 26, 1866, a lavish display of beauty, wealth 
and fashion graced the club house bluff to witness the Inaugural 
Stakes, won by the celebrated racer Kentucky. Racing became 
quite fashionable with Jerome, Travers, John Hunter, August 
Belmont Sr., and others of the social elite among the 1.300- 
member American Jockey Club which operated Jerome Park. 
Ladies of society for the first time went racing in large numbers. 
The exclusive club house was the scene of lavish parties, in 
season and off. 

Jerome purchased Kentucky for $40,000 after the Inaugural 
and went about acquiring a stable to rival those of his friends 
Travers and Belmont, but his success in this: area was negligible. 
Jerome is best remembered as a race track builder. No one sur- 
passed Jerome in integrity of purpose, enterprise. and unselfish 
devotion to the best interests of racing. When it appeared that 
New York’s reservoir would fleod Jerome Park. he organized 
the Coney Island Jockey Club and built Sheepshead Bay. He 


brought John A. Morris back into the sport and was instru-

mental in the building of the magnificent Morris Park, which 
opened in 1890. Jerome was president of both Sheepshead 
Bay and Morris Park at his death in 1891. 

Educated at Princeton, Jerome practiced law in Albany and 
later at Rochester, where he became publisher of the Daily 
American in 1846. A strong political voice in western New 
York, Jerome was appointed consul to Ravenna in 1850, but 
did not serve. He was named secretary-treasurer of the Mer- 
chant’s State Telegraphic Company and moved to Brooklyn, 
soon becoming prominent on Wall Street. In 1852 he received 
his second political appointment, to Trieste, and made the 
first of many trips abroad. Upon his return to New York, he 
joined Travers in what became the most powerful firm on 
Wall Street. 

Although many of his millions were made with railroads, 
Jerome campaigned endlessly against bogus railroad companies, 
exposing many as paper frauds through the New York Times, 
in which he owned a quarter-interest. A contemporary of lesser 
integrity observed: “That damned fellow has cashed in on 
honesty.” 

A patron of the arts, Jerome was an admirer of actress 
Jenny Lind, after whom one of his 4 daughters was named. 
Jennie Jerome later married Lord Randolph Churchill and in 
1874 became the mother of Winston Churchill. Jerome prided 
himself in his abilities with a 4-in-hand and was a founder of the 
exclusive Coaching Club of America. A foremost figure in 
the sport of yachting, Jerome and James Gordon Bennett owned 
the “Dauntless.” which participated in a great ocean race in 
1870. 

Like that of many early patrons of the Turf, Jerome’s name 
is perpetuated by renewals of an important stakes race. First 
run in mile heats in 1866, the Jerome is now performed at 
Belmont Park. Great racers have won the Jerome—Glenelg, 
Harry Bassett. Tom Bowling, Aristides, Duke of Magenta.

We've talked about it with Doherty 
and Finney and others, and I think a 
good many of us feel that it would be to 
the advantage of the purchaser and also 
in the end to the advantage of the good 
consignor. The good consignors want it 
and the bad ones don’t. If the buyers 
want it I think it should be done. 


GAVER. Is that done here at Saratoga 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company? 

BOWER. No. They don’t account for 
all the foals or all the non-winners, Mr. 
Gaver. 

HANCOCK. Nor do they tell you 
whether the winner was in Dade Park in 
the last race or at Belmont Park in the 
secondary feature. 


GAVER. Well, the Kentucky sales com- 
pany doesn’t put anything in black type. 

HANCOCK. Well, you see what hap- 
pens to us, we don’t try to sell our product 
quite as. hard. 


DOHERTY. Last year Mr. Hancock 
appointed a committee of Les Combs, Joe 
Estes, and me to study this. Estes did all 
the work. In The Blood-Horse he com- 
pared identical pedigrees of the same 
mare, one showing all types of informa- 
tion, the other just as the pedigrees are 
prepared now for the 2 sales companies. 
They were published side by side in The 
Blood-Horse. He asked for comments on 
the part of both buyers and sellers. And 
on a local radio station in Lexington dur- 
ing the evening when the racing results

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I don’t think the catalogue makes a bit 
of difference.

Jogue that Alex is talking about would be 
tremendous. It would be wonderful to 
have a complete fingerprinting of every 
animal that has been in the family for 
generations, but as a practical matter it 
is impossible. 

BOWER. All I am concerned with is 
that you give full information on the first 


dam. That would be helpful. 


FINNEY. It would be better for all 
if every fact was laid on the table, but 
how many of us want our whole private 
life laid on the table? 

CASSIDY. Mr. Phipps, do you think 
it is very important? 

PHIPPS. I think the catalogue is ade- 
quate. 

BRADY. It seems to me the more in- 
formation you have, the better, but this 
question of mechanics has finished it. 

HANES. I am on both sides of the 
fence. If anybody wants information 
they can get it. The trouble is that most 
of us are too lazy. If one is thinking about 
making an investment of substantial size, 
one doesn’t rely exclusively on information 
one finds in the catalogue. I think the 
catalogue would be adequate if it gave 
the first dam and the sire. 

BOWER. Of all foals? 

HANES. Yes, all foals and give a 2- 
generation pedigree. 

BOWER. But account for all foals? 

HANES. The buyer would have to get 
his own information, but of course that 
wouldn’t be conducive to a good sale be- 
cause a lot of people wouldn’t want to do 
the work. 

PERLMAN. Marshall, I just wanted to 
make one comment. I don’t know what 
can be done about this, but in New Eng- 
land they are running overnight handicaps 
that are not stakes with purses of $10.000 
and sometimes more. If you get a stake 
ata smaller track, it is a stake under 
the rules. I think it is something that 
should be considered. We can’t consider it 
here, but I think that it makes invalid 
the publicity generally given sires and 
broodmares at yearling sales who won a 
$2,500 race somewhere. An overnight al- 
lowance race at Saratoga or Belmont Park 
Hollywood Park brings together fields 
hat are far, far superior. Now I don’t 
know what the answer to it is, but it is 
something that possibly could be con- 
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There is an axiom in the Thoroughbred sport 
that has held up for centuries — “Blood Will 
Tell”. The bloodlines behind Brachs Admiral 
have been tremendously successful.

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sidered by The Jockey Club and the Rules 
of Racing. Possibly the definition of a 
stakes race should be changed. Gulf- 
stream Park decided last year to change 
their stakes to overnight races, and yet 
they are really stakes because they had 
purses as high as $25,000. 


CASSIDY. Well, that’s a problem. 
MISS GALLAHER. In regard to the 


sales catalogue, the same thing about 
foreign pedigrees which we seem to be 
overwhelmed with, the trainers and so 
many of the buyers don’t understand those 
stakes over there. The Blood-Horse pub- 
lishes a list, usually at the beginning of a 
year, but nobody seems to clip it out. If 
there was some way we could get a line 
on which stakes are important over there, 
that would help both sales catalogues. I 
think that is one of the most mystifying 
things to buyers. 

CASSIDY. Of course the rate of ex- 
change in foreign countries is so variable 
and so difficult to understand it is hard 
to determine what would be a comparable 
stake anyway. 


MISS GALLAHER. Well. I don’t mean 
moneywise. I mean there is certainly a 
difference in a stake at Delaware Park 
and a stake at Dade Park in this country. 
You can tell that, but you have no idea 
about the English and French stakes. 

FINNEY. We supply that information 
whenever asked for and frequently have 
in the past week. Trainers have come and 
asked for it. It is a fact that there is no 
yardstick, but as far as our catalogue is 
concerned, no horse gets bold type unless 
the race he won comes under The Jockey 
Club Rules of Racing covering the defini- 
tion of a stakes winner. 

HANCOCK. Mr. Finney, would you 
pay me $5 if I can show you a mistake? 

FINNEY. Sir, it could be, it is not 
in our province to determine that. We 
don’t set the Rules of Racing. We say 
under the Rules of Racing this is a stake. 
I thoroughly agree with Mr. Perlman. I 
remember a day making a pedigree up 
where it was a winne: of such-and-such 
stakes at Bel Air, Maryland. But it is 
a fact, I mean, if it is at Dade Park or 
Delaware, it still goes in the same, and 
if you win an overnight race in New York 
it is probably better than a lot of the stake 
races in the hinterlands, but we can’t coa- 
trol that. 

CASSIDY. Don’t you think the defini- 
tion of a stakes race is equally important 
to Bel Air as it is any place eise? 

FINNEY. Certainly. 

CASSIDY. So that the definition would 
naturally embrace the races at Bel Air 
the same as it would elsewhere. 

FINNEY. Now where we find it is the 
winner of an allowance race in New York, 
that is put in.

Around the country the first of the Primates are working out 
— Hialeah, Fair Grounds, Columbia, Aiken, Keeneland .. . 
Sure, we know our opinion doesn’t count, you all think we 
are biased. When we say, “We told you so,” don’t say we 
didn’t warn you. This horse Primate, when racing, was going 
right along with Tom Fool. They staged a great finish in 
the Belmont Futurity, Primate was weighted just below Tom 
Fool on the Experimental, and at 3 they staged a corking 
good race in New York.

. . . the first of the Primates start this year. 
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suaded to own and train horses for rac- 
ing over a distance of ground? 


CASSIDY. That’s something we’ve been 
trying to do for a long time, and the 
answer, of course, is to try and offer 
higher purses for distance races and spe- 
cial allowances for non-winners at a mile 
or over in distance races. If you accept 
smaller fields of good horses and if you 
give horses lesser weights, it would en- 
courage horses to race over a distance. 
That has been done, too. The problem is 
that, if you have horses that are able to 
run, they have more opportunities to run 
over a short distance than they do over 
a long distance. 

HENDRIE. I'd like to hear someone 
comment on the success or failure made 
by Pimlico in the fall of the year for dis- 
tance racing. I am not familiar with the 
schedule. 

KILROE. They’ve had considerable suc- 
cess, George, largely I think because of 
the season of the year in which they race. 
We have a whole program of distance 
racing in New York which leads into it 
and a lot of people will do things with a 
horse at the end of the season that they 
wouldn’t think of doing in July. They'll 
take a shot at a 2-mile race, figuring they 
are going to lay the horse up anyway. 


CASSIDY. Were you speaking of dis- 
tances of 2 miles and that category, or a 
mile and one-sixteenth up? 

HENDRIE. Well, I was thinking of a 
mile and a sixteenth, a mile and a half, 
a mile and three-quarters. I wasn’t think- 
ing of anything over 2 miles. 

CASSIDY. At one time, we had a pro- 
gressive series of races where the purses 
increased every eighth of a mile or quarter 
of mile and for the same type horses. Jim- 
my, you’ve tried in many ways to encour- 
age distance racing. Have you found any 
way that you think is more successful than 
any other? 

KILROE. I think what you have to 
have is more stakes at a distance of 
ground, and to do that you have to have 
associations who grit their teeth and take 
a 4- or 5-horse field when it comes up. 
I think some people could take a secondary 
allowance horse and stretch him out when 
they see a chance to run away from the 
best horses. No one association can do 
that. I think we had last year about 12 
stakes at a mile and one-half or over in the 
country and about 8 of them were run in 
New York. You can’t do business that 
way. 

MANFUSO. A number of people will 
run a horse over a distance of ground if 
they know the race will go. There is no 
consideration given whatsoever to the 


training of a horse over a distance of 
ground. The result is that, if you don’t 
have a race that will go with 4 or 5 entries, 
it discourages a trainer from training his 
horse. He can train a horse for a sprint, 
blow him out three-eighths of a mile and 
let him run, but the tracks don’t want 
either to specify what a filled race is, 
not in New York so much, they run 5-horse 
races, but in other sections of the coun- 
try. Some say as many as 8 horses, or 
they won’t let the race go. Now if distance 
racing was encouraged by track manage- 
ment by allowing races of 4 and 5 entries 
to run and that was set up over a period 
of time in educational matters so that 
horsemen can actually see that those horses 
do go, we’d have more distance racing. 
but in the policy that is followed now, a 
trainer can’t train his horse for a dis- 
tance of ground; if the race doesn’t fill. 
he is discouraged. He knows that three- 
quarter races come up, and if one doesn’t 
go, the other one will; and he can keep 
him short all the time, but you can’t get 
them long and then shorten them up over- 
night. The problem is not so much from 
the horsemen’s not wanting to develop 
distance racing. Pimlico gets plenty of 
distance races not only in the fall but also 
in the spring because horsemen know that 
those races are going to go if they possibly 
can. The problem is whether a 5- or 6- 
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horse race will, or even a 4-horse race, 
if it is a well-matched field. 


PERLMAN. I want to make this com- 
ment. I think that Jimmy put his finger 
on what is one of the greatest problems 
that faces racing in this country today, 
and that is the deterioration of distance 
racing which the public likes the best. 
As Jimmy said, nearly every race track 
gives away its biggest money for stakes 
that are usually up to a mile and a six- 
teenth or a mile and an eighth. Except 
for the Jockey Club Gold Cup, Belmont 
Stakes. and the Lawrence Realization, 
there are practically no distance races 
in this country. The only way that that 
can be solved is for the racing secretaries 
at the important tracks of the TRA to actu- 
ally set up a program to promote it. In 
France, I noticed one day that there wasn’t 
a single race under a mile, and races of a 
mile and a half or a mile and three-quar- 
ters are carded all the time for cheap 
horses and good horses. Actually that is 
one of our greatest problems. It influences 
the yearling sales, too. Sires that produce 
horses that can’t go beyond a mile are 
popular. Yearlings go for fantastic prices 
because 2-year-olds can earn so much 
money. That is something I am sure you 
are going to discuss. These are some of 
the most important problems that face 
racing in this country today. 


CASSIDY. You can’t compare France 
with America. You have no competition 
whatsoever. 


PERLMAN. That’s right. It is the com- 
petition. Why should a man wait with a 
3-year-old for the Belmont Stakes? It is 
a tough thing to bring a horse up to a 
mile and a half race and then face the 
task of readying him for the Classic which 
is at one mile. I think the whole problem 
is right there. I don’t know how to solve 
it but at the rate we are going now, we 
won’t have anything beyond a mile or a 
mile and a sixteenth, and nothing is being 
done about it. 

CASSIDY. I think something is being 
done about it. 

HANES. Marshall, we tried it at Bel- 
mont last meeting. You will remember 
we had several meetings about it in which 
we sought by offering bigger purses as 
an inducement to try to get longer distance 
races to fill, and we just literally couldn’t 
succeed. 

PERLMAN. Jimmy has a point in that 
one track cannot do it. A man isn’t going 
to plan to race only in New York when 
he has a larger purse at a shorter distance 
somewhere else. They won’t do it. 

CASSIDY. Sam, one of the things that 
I think is related to that is letting races 
go with small fields. If you say that is 
the way to encourage it, the tracks will 


do it besides running distance stakes 
There are very few tracks that can afford 
to do that—let a race go with four horse 
in it. 

PERLMAN. I don’t think that is the 
problem. I think actually we are under 
a misconception in this country that 4 
sprint is easier on a horse than a distance 
race. I think it is the very opposite, only 
our program as such does not show jt 
and we have no opportunity to find it out 
However, you cannot find out if only one 
race track has a program to promote jt 
If you have a co-ordination among the 
tracks in Maryland, New Jersey, New 
York, and Delaware, the areas which pro. 
vide the best racing on the Eastern seg. 
board, you could create a program. 0j{ 
course, you have terrific competition. Why 
I’ve seen filly-and-mare races at a mile 
and a quarter, and a mile and an eighth, 
followed the next week by a $50,000 race 
at 7 furlongs for the same kind of horses, 
It makes absolutely no sense. 

CASSIDY. Too much competition. 

PERLMAN. I don’t know. I didn’ 
say I had the answer, but you cannot 
solve it unless you get the various areas 
together. They would all benefit by get. 
ting together. The Jockey Club, with the 
TRA, should at least make an effort to 
have a meeting such as this of just the 
general managers and racing secretaries,

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KNOCKDOWN is doing a bang-up job as a sire! 
From his first three crops, Knockdown has sired 32 
foals from limited books of mares, 27 of them have 
started, and 22 are winners. Each of these three 
crops has included winners of stakes class: in his 
first was the stakes winner Right Down; in his 
second was the stakes winner Well Marked, and 
Knockango which placed in stakes; and in his third 
was Gavel which placed in the Tremont and National 
Stallion Stakes. Knockdown sires durable, hard-hit- 
ting horses that win and continue to win .. . his 


22 winners have averaged over four wins each. For 
example, four of the six winners from his first crop 
won in 1957 as 5-year-olds; nine of the 12 winners 
from his second crop won in 1957 as 4-year-olds;
